As  in  previous  years  the  report  is  abbreviated  according  to 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  probability  that  a full  time  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  will  bo  appointed  for  the  district  will 
moan  that  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report  as  your  part  time 
Medical  Officer  and  tha.t  the  district  v/ill  become  a small 
unit  in  a defined  area. 


The  Registrar  Generals  estimate  of  the 
population  for  mid.  19^5  is  4,991  s.nd  statistics  in  this 
report  are  based  on  that  figure. 


'Jar  production  has  now  ceased  altogether  at 
the  Grove  and  Sough  Mills  and  there  has  boon  many  removals 
of  workers  to  their  home  area  in  the  Birmingham  district, 
v-vtt 'n  av:’}"!  the  ohlo''  Indut-ti-y  in  diooriri 

and  the  weaving  sheds  which  were  ciosoa  during  the  war  years 
arc  being  rcoccupiod  and  production  will  probably  resume 
during  1946.  The  works  vacated  by  the  aircraft  industry 
are  being  occupied  by  outside  industries  which  should 
ultimately  bo  for  the  good  of  the  district  in  supplying 
alternate  form  of  v/ork  of  a permanent  character. 


Dairy  farming  and  milk  production  is  still 
carried  out  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  Area  and  a constant 
and  good  supply  ef  milk  has  at  all  time  been  available  for 
the  residents  ^f  the  district. 
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In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  tho  staff  of  tho  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  efficont  help  during  the  year  and  the 
Mcrabors  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  sympathetic  and 
understanding  help  during  the  many  years  I have  had  the 
privclcge  of  acting  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  tho 
Urban  District  of  Earby.

AMBUIANCE . 


This  is  the  firot  full  year  that  the 
ambulancG  has  operated  under  the  control  of  the  Council, 
as  prior  to  August,  1944  it  v;as  maintained  and  operated  by 
the  Earby  Voluntary  Hospital  Committee. 

The  present  vehicle  v/hich  v/as  purchased  in 
1931  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  is  not  at  all  suitably 
equipped  for  the  conveyance  of  patients.  luany  complaints 
have  been  rocoived  during  the  year  from  patients  travelling 
in  the  ambulance  'nd  long  journeys  are  particularly 
uncomfortable,  The  Council  are  concerned  in  the  matter 
but  there  has  been  considerable  difficulty  in  obtaining  a 
nov/  ambulance  ov/ing  to  the  very  limited  supply.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  tho  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Administration  for  tho  year  1945 

Most,  of  tho  v/ork  v/as  carried  out  by  your 
p ovious  Sanitary  Inspector  Mr.  E.F.Richloy,  and 
thoroforc  the  Report  is  mainly  s-tatistical. 

The  v/ork  of  tho  Department  has 
progressed  favourably  throughout  the  year,  considering 
tho  acute  shortage  of  matoria.ls  and  labour,  and  much 
v/ork  remains  to  bo  accomplished  v/hen  restrictions  aro 
lifted  on  those  commodities . 

The  collection  of  salvage  has  boon  v/oll 
maintained  and  tho  men  ongaged  on  refuse  and  salvage 
collection  have  carried  out  their  work  in  a 
conscientious  manner.  Tho  collection  of  refuse  is  a 
very  essential  duty  and  is  perhaps  one  of  tho  most 
sorely  tried  jobs  in  tho  administration  of  Local 
Government.  Tho  men  engaged  on  refuse  colloction  and 
disposal  have  carriod  out  thoir  onerous  duties  in  a 
capable  manner  and  arc  dosorving  of  no  little  praiso  fo 
thoir  task.

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REFUSE  COLIECTIOM 


Tho  colloction  of  housohold  refuse  has  been 
carried  out  as  satisfactorily  as  conditions  will  permit. 
Refuse  from  dustbins  is  collected  every  tv/O'  weeks,  and,  as 
there  arc  still  a number  of  ashpits  in  the  district,  a horso 
drawn  vehicle  is  employed  and  collects  the  refuse  from  theso 
ashpits,  once  every  4 to  6 v/ecks. 

A "Thames"  motor  vehicle  v/hich  is  converted 
into  a refuse  vehicle  by  the  fitting  of  steel  dust  covers, 
is  used  for  the  collection  of  dustbins.  Tho  vehicle  cannot 
bo  described  as  ideal  for  tho  work,  owing  to  its  inability 
to  negotiate  some  of  the  back  streets,  and  .consequently  tho 
horse  and  cart  has  to  bo  employed  in  various,  parts  of  tho 
district.  The  size  of  the  motor  vehicle,  namely  7 cubic 
yards  capacity  is  quite  sufficient  for  tho  district  but  tho^ 
height  of  tho  sides  impede  tho  lifting  and  tipping  of  tho 
refuse  into  the  body  of  the  vehicle.  A low  loading,  short 
wheel  base,  refuse  vehicle  would  greatly  facilitate  tho 
colloction  of  refuse  in  tho  district  and  v/ould  also 
eliminate  the  use  of  tho  horso  and  cart. 

The  colloction  and  disposal  of  refuse  and 
nights  oil  in  tho  outlying  parts  of  tho  Kolbrook  Ward  is 
carried  out  by  contract.  This  collection  has  boon 
satisfactory  throughout  tho  year  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


All  tho  housohold  refuse  is  disposed  of  by 
moans  of  controlled  tipping  at  tho  Council’s  tip  at  Stoncy 
Bank,  whilst  a Destructor  plant  is  in  operation  at  tho  . 
Sov/ago  Works  whore  all  putrosciblo  trade  refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  incineration. 

To  prevent  any  tip  infestation,  tho  tipping 
of  boiler  flue  dust  is  prohibited  directly  on  to  the  tip. 
This  dust  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  tho  sludge  at  tho 
Sov/age  Works. 


A full  time  tip  man  is  employed  on  the  tip 


and  it  is  pleasing  tp  report  that  the  general  condition  of 
it  is  most  satisfactory.  The  tip  employee  carries  out  his 
v/ork  in  a conscientious  and  efficient  manner. 

It  v/ns  noticeable  that  although  the  country 
needs  all  the  waste  paper  it  can  'get,  people  arc  still 
depositing  newspapers  and  other  salvage  materials  into  their 
dustbins,  and  in  consequence  the  amount  of  salvage  collected 
from  the  tip  was  far  in  excess  of  the  amount  collected  in 
years  gone  by. 


A charge  of  l/-  per  cart  load  and  l/6  per 
motor  load  is  made  ta  all  builders,  contractors  and  other 
persons  using  the  tip  to  dispose  of  their  rubbish  etc. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the 
Council  had  the  opportunity  of  tipping  on  some  farm  land  in 
the  near  vicinity  of  the  town.  The  farmer  in  question 
wished  to  have  a hollov/  rift  in  one  of  his  mcadov/s  filled  in 
so  that  he  would  bo  able  to  cover  it  with  soil  and  re-seed 
it  v/ith  a view  to  land  improvements.  This  "work  nr/as.;  conmoncod 
in  March  and  proceeded  satisfactorily  until  August,  when,  the 
work  v/as  finished,  the  layer  of  refuse  having  boon  tapered 
off  to  conform  with  the  contours  of  the  field, 

ASHPIT  CONVERSIONS . 

Since  last  years  report  I have  to  report 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  conversion  of  ashpits  to 
dustbins.  Of  a total  of  472  ashpits  at  the  coramoncoment  of 
the  year,  no  loss  than  184  have  boon  converted  to  dustbins. 
To  facilitate  this  v/ork  the  Council  have  in  operation  a 
scheme,  in  which  they  allov/  a certain  amount  for  oach 
conversion.  It  should  bo  noted  however  that  the  number  of 
conversions  would  have  been  far  greater  had  we  not 
experienced  difficulty  in  obtaining  now  supplies  of  dustbins 
the  manufacturers  specifying  delivery  in  twelve  to  fourteen 
v/ocks . It  is  hoped  that  the  abolition  of  all  the  remaining 
insanitary  ashpits  v;ill  bo  effected  during  the  next  12 
months,  subject  to  the  supply  of  dustbins  being  maintained.

SALVAGE . 


Tho  colloction  of  salvage  v/as  v/cll  aaintained 
during  the  yoar  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a total 
Income  of  £3^9  the  yoar  1944  v/as  oxcoodod  in  1945  hy 
approximately  £100,  This  increase  v/as  largely  duo  to  an 
improved  v/asto  paper  colloction,  but  this  figure  v/as 
augmented  with  increases  in  tho  colloction  of  rags  and 
scrap  metal.  Tho  collection  of  tho  other  commodities 
remained  approximately  tho  same. 

This  increase  is  very  commendable  and  it  is 
to  bo  hoped  that  the  General  Public  v/ill  maintain  this 
standard  and  make  every  endeavour  to  surpass  it. 

The  annual  returns  (October  1944  to  October 
1945)  for  tho  l^ost  Riding  Urban  Districts  shov/  that  Earby 
is  placed  No,  I3  v/ith  a figure  of  £69.6  per  1,000 
population.  As  compared  v/ith  last  years  returns,  Earby 
hos  risen  from  No.  I6  ^-Ithough  the  amount  colloctod  por 
1,000  has  fallen  from  £78.9. 

The  collection  of  salvage  must  still  remain 
a.n  essential  part  of  Fublio  Cleansing,  for  the  salvage  of 
waste  paper  and  other comiooditios  is  helping  to  ease  the 
burden  of  rates,  meeting  home  demands  and  assisting  in  tho 
Export  drive. 


Included  in  the  salvage  income  is  a grant 
of  £8.  5*  4d.  from  tho  Ministry  of  Supply  for  an  incroasod 
colloction  of  waste  paper,  during  the  period  1st  July 
to  the  Docorabor  1945*  This  increased  collection 

amountod  to  8'5'  tons,  over  the  cori'ospcnding  period  in  1944.

Many  houses  are  still 
v/ithout  baths,  hot  water,  and  other  domestic  appliances, 
and  it  may  well  bo  that  nev/  legislation  will  enforce  tho 
provisions  of  necessary  fittings  to  ease  tho  burden  of 
housewives.  The  necessity  of  nev;  houses  must  be  the 
main  object  at  the  present  time  and  therefore  the  abolition 
of  slum  property  v/ill  of  necessity  be  delayed  until  every 
family  can  be  housed  satisfactorily  for  tho  present  time. 
Much  of  tho  work  during  the  year  has  been  done  to  keep 
tho  houses  in  as  satisfactory  conditions  as  circums tr.nccs 
have  permitted  and  tlio  use  of  the  full  powers  of  tho 
Housing  Act,  193^  had  to  bo  curtailed.
